“Blessed are the pure in heart, 
for they shall see God.” : 

The Greek sage said:' “Call no 
man happy till he dies.” But Jesus 
said, “Happy are the pure in‘heart.” 


Our real happiness depends largely | of heaven.’ This is the real gospel 


on pure things. Things that are im- 
pure bring misery, namely, bad air, 
bad water and bad food, to physical 
life; impure thoughts, words. and 
deeds to the moral life. Our enjoy- 
ment of the natural life, depends on 
pure air, pure water and wholesome 
food, which mean pure blood, a 
healthy body and happiness. To 
make life more bicssed we need a 
iralthy mind—a sound mind ina 
sound body. In order to have a 
sound mind we need pure thoughts, 
and for this we need pure books and 
pure pictures, and. hear and utter 
pure words. “Evil communications 
will do more than, corrupt good man- 
ners.” Bad mind will bring misery 
even if the body prove to be sound. 
“Whatscever things are true... 
honest, ... just,... pure, . . pure, 
- - “lovely,.. . of good report, if 
there be any virtue, if there-te any 
praise, think on these things.” Then 
advahce to the moral sphere—hate 
evil and love good. Approach our 
text and enter the . spiritual realm 
and find in it alone true blessedners 
—not only a promise of future bliss, 
but happiness that satisfies here and 
We have the blessedness of 
here and hereafter. 


Blessedness of Purity of Heart. 


What-is it? Not merely the ab- 
sence of unholy thoughts and de- 
sires. It may be we need Him who 
cleansed the Temple to cleanse us 
from all filthiness of the flesh and 
spirit. We can ‘pray today: “Lord, if 
Thou wilt Thou canst make me 
clean.” If in carnest we shall hear 
Him say: “I will, be thou clean.” 
Purity of heart we need is not mere- 
ly the empty house all swept and 
garnished. The unoccupied and 
clean heart would not be left long 
empty—‘“Seven other spirits far 
more evil than the former unclean 
spirit would enter in and possess it, 
and the last state would be worse 
than the first.”. If the heart has 
been emptied of al} that is unclean. 
the sooner a,suitable. and desirable 
tenant enters the better, A young 
lad who accepted Christ was happy 
in his Saviour’s love. One day 
shortly after his profession of faith 
a friend asked him: “What would you 
do if the evil one came and knocked 
at your heart's door for admission?” 
The young lad replied, “I’ would tell 
him to be gone; I had another ten- 
ant,’” 
Satan out is to keep Christ in. 

The pure heart is not only cleans- 
ed, but filled with the pure love of 
Him who bought it, It is the blood 
of Christ that cleanscth from all sin 
and the love of God shed abroad in 
the heart that makes it pure and 
drives away all fear and all evil. No- 
thing of évil can dwell in the heart 
where Christ reigns. “Christ in me 
the hope of glory’ settles everything. 

Purity of heart brings a new order 
of things—evidenced in the condi- 
tion, attitude and tendency of the 
life. It makes it possible for a man 
to worship God and enjoy fellow- 
ship with the saints. Its the pass- 
port into God's presence. See Psalm 
xxiv:3-5. It is seen in a life perse- 
vering in holiness and peace—‘Fol- 
low peace with all men and holiness, 
without which no man shall see the 
Lord.” It implies purity of aim and 
purpose in life, and is evidenced by 
an enlightened conscience and a 
ingle eye. The subjective state is 
purity of thought and the absence of 
all that darkens the life—passion, 
greed and selfish ambition. We as- 
sociate happiness with our hearts as 
Jesus did. The great Burns has put 
it finely: “Treasures ond pleasures 
will ne’er make us happy long. The 
heart’s aye the pert aye that makes 
us richt or wrang.”

It has come to be a well accepted 
trnth that scientific progress is e+ 
sential to the true development _ anc 
material welfare of any country anc 
in Canada where many of our natural 
resources are ax yet almost unknown 
the importance of laying sound foun 
dations cannot be over-estimated 
Some of the possibilities of industria? 
chemical development were made ap- 
parent by the xemarkablo accomplish 
ments along these lines in Canada 
during the war, and consequently 


popniar sentiment now favors the idea |. 


that this country should to a large 
extent, be freed from dependence npor 
other countries for our chemical needs 
In order that this idea might be 
guided along well advised lines, it was 
essential.that a survey of our chemical 
industries should be made and the 
bulletin now referred to represents on

Murray Wrong sraduated from the 
University of Toronto. This last de- 
‘cade he has spent in Balliol and 
Magdalen Colleges, Oxford, and at 
the School of Technology jn Man- 
chester. . 

Mr. Wrong has done good work in 
England, not only in the traditional 
‘Academie field, tut in the more frult- 
ful taak of.Pxford’s co-operation with 
the ‘Workers’ Educational Associa- 
tion, 

it was’an inspiring sight for Mur- 
ray Wrong’s friends, to see him, even 
fs long ago as five or six years, sit- 
ting under one of the old trees in 
‘Balliol Quad, discussing constitu- 
‘onal higtory with a group of plumb- 
ers and masons and engineers, who 
were taking summer courses in’ Bal- 
Mol. ‘They were living in the rooms 
that during ‘other terms sheltered 
men who were sons and relatives of 
premiers and cabinet ministers and 
who stood a good chance of being 
ministers of state themselves unless 
prevented by these very workingmen 
who quite conceivably would occupy 
the highest positions. 

Murray Wrong shares in the glory 
.of helpicg British manual workers 
secure“& first-clads education: The 
regret, In those\ distant days, was 
that Murray Wrong, instead of sit- 
ting under a Balliol tree talking with 
workmen ‘from Glasgow and Birm- 
ingham and Sheffield, was not sitting 
under one of the equally attractive 
trees in University College Quad in 
Toronto, talking with workmen from 
Hamilton and Windsor and Oshawa. 

We hate now, at last, however, & 
Workers’ Educational Association of 
Our own, and, it is hoped, a: more 
determined inclination on the part of 
the Toronto University.to spread its 
advantages more widely and in a 
more democratic manner.

He + complains that Canadian 
papers, “‘as of old, are provincial at 
best.’"; 

This is an anclent story constant- 
ly heard from the lips of Oxford men 
and other Englishmen of the “Intel- 
ligentaia’ residing in Canada, They 
are always making uncomplimentary 
refertnces to Canadian newspapers 
compared to those they were accus- 
tomed to read in their home country. 

Usually these criticisms pass un- 
challenged, not because there isn’t 
an answer, but presumably because 
Canadians don’t think a reply from 
such exotic quarters is necessary. But 
when a young Canadian like Mr. 
Murray Wrong, a grandson of Ed- 
ward Blake, falls into the habit of 
making the same criticism after be- 
ing in Oxford, a fuller discussion of 
the subject ia justified. 

Is it perhaps true that Canadian 
papera aro soprovincial at best?” 
Hadn't we better search our -hearts 
and our comparative files? 

It will be a good thing if there is 
such a quest, for the probable result 
will be that those who make it will 
feel precisely as the majority of Can- 
adians visiting in England alwaya 
feel — amazement at the provincial 
character of most of the best-known 
English dailies. 

If Mr. Wrong and other critics can 
point to a single daily in Great Bri- 
tain that prints one-third the amount 
of Canadian news that average Cana- 
dian papers print of British news, it 
will be a surprise. 

It is not only Canadian news that 
is lacking, but, except for a few 
foreign features, the whole outlook 
of the ordinary English paper is 
.-parochial. Not so much so as Parisian 
dailies, of course, but bad enough. 

In England, it is necessary to buy 
three or four dallles to get az ade- 
quate a survey of both } and for- 
eign news as in one Canadian 
daily of average grade. 

There is a queer agitation in jour- 
palistic and official England, every 
Mttle while, for more British news in 
“eolonial” papers. But whenever the 
subject comes up, if there are any 
dominion _ newspapermen t, 
they always state the other aide of 
the case, emphasizing the fragmen- 
tary and unsatisfactory treatment of 
dominion news in English papers. 
Such a debate arose during the visit 
of Dominion newspapermen to Lon- 
don in 1918, and it is a debate that 
recurs whenever the subject is re- 
opened. 

Why do the English papers print 
such meagre news of Canada and 
other distant places? 

in certain of the debates mention- 
ed, English newspaper publishers 
were frank in giving their reasons. 
For one thing, they weren't able or 
willing to pay the cable tolls, In the 
second place there was an insatiable 
demand for local news that filled the 
available space. 

The character of this local news in 
English papers is Mar. It  con- 
sists largely of unsavory and spicy 
developments in murder, divorce and 
“high society” cases. 

It would be quite easy, although 
umneceasary now, to give examples of 
this English custom. “At the very 
height of the war, in the spring of 
1918, incredible ‘columns of! space 
were devoted toa London scandal, 
space which precluded the giving of 
even a fraction of the war news as 
published every day in Toronto. 

We are not criticizing the English 
Dress, which knows its own business] 
But if we are not criticizing English 
papers, even under the provocation 
of Oxonlian dissatisfaction, it borders 
on the Judicrous for critics in Canada 
to complain of Canadian newspapers 
as “provincial.” shed

- Jerusalem. 

~- Writing in the Fortnightly Review, 

Mrs. J. Rosita Forbes, the intrepid 

traveler, points out in a yivid way 

the essential rivalry between Damas- 

cus and Jerusalem, 

“This is Palestine of to-day,” she 
says. “War and famine and plague 
ie behind her, but through them all 
one catches ‘glimpses of the shep- 
herd and the husbandman. To-day 
her whole future les in the hands of 
those two, aml the Jew loves not the 
country but the town, ‘In colonies he 
does good work, such as wine-making- 
near-Jaffa, but Palestine cries out for 
the gray cabin among the hills, the 
man who fears ‘neither the allence 
ofthe open country nor the ‘storms 
that rage over it. Wheat and barley 
can be grown on the high land, fruit 
trees can be planted on the plains, 
cotton can be developed in the Jor 
dan valley.” Flocks and herds must 
atill follow their Bedouin shepherd 
from’ pasture to pasture, but Syria is 
one land and she is an Arab land. 

“From time immemorial sne has 
only been atrong when her two pro- 
vintes have been united and the cap- 
ital of her glory was Damascus. 
Science, literature, philosophy, 
spread from that city of seven rivers. 
All the great caravan routes lead to 
her. ‘She is the centre of the great 
web of commerce which brought her 
goods from Egypt, the Euphrates and 
the sea.*To-day oll from Perfia and 
the railway from Baghdad it pass 
her way, She holds the lines that 
@onnect the produce of Mesopotamia 
and Arabia with Tripoli, Haifa, and 
Beyrout, and, through .them, with 
Europe. She is in the midst of the 
most fertile country In the world. 

“A sea of vivid emerald, her miles 
and miles of fruit gardens divide the 
granary of Hauran from the desert 
beyond, Seven rivers lavish their 
prodigal water on her favored plain, 
so that on every side a new city may 
spread forth, with wide, new streets 
and modern buildings in open 
squares, yet never can she reach be- 
yond the shade of her apricots and 
peaches, figs, olives, and vines. The 
Caliphate’ moved between Mecca, 
Damascus, and Baghdad, but never 
did. it rest at Jerusalenf; though the 
blue Mosque of Omar is the second 
holiest In the realm of Islam. 

“Jerusalem never could be a mod- 
ern capital by her own natural pos!- 
tion. Aloof on her steep mountain 
top, connected with the outer world 
only by two narrow passes, she is 
crushed within her old walls by the 
deep ravines that encompass her. She. 
cannot spread in any direction, Al- 
ready her houses are wandering .up 
and down {mpracticable hills, and 
who irles to drive~bumps perilously 
from sudden climb to steep descent. 
No anclent caravan route went near 
her and no modern main line touches 
her. With her winter snow and her 
terrible summer drought, which of 
old drove every invading army back 
to the wells of the plains, she is in- 
finitely ‘remote from commerce and 
from politics, and she is neither Mos- 
lem nor Christian’nor Jewish.’

The inventor of the gun, Col. 
Lewis, a retired officer of the 


United States army, submitted the 
gun to the British War Office in 1912, 
and in 1913 submitsed the gun to 
Germany, Austria, Italy, France and 
Russia as well. All of these powers, 
after placing small trial orders, re- 
ported unfavorably against the wea- 
pon. The peculiar feature is that in 
spite of the fact that British exper:s 
who had tried out the guns for the 
army and navy made adverse reports 
on it in December, 1913, the Bris 
ish Government, carly in 1914, com- 
menced to place orders for the gun. 
Just before the outbreak of the war, 
orders ‘were placed for five guns at 
$575 each, and on August 16, 1914, 
fifteen more were places. Three days 
later another 16 were bought, and 
so on until ‘up*to September 15 of 
that year, 252 of these guns were 
bought. In November, 1915, the

William Tilden, world’s champion, 
on the other hand, docs not con- 
stder Mile. Lenglen the wonder most 
Deople believe her to be. She began 
to play the game at the age of eleven, 
her instructor being her father, 
and the same year played in a tour- 
nament, It is largely the result of 
her own determination and her fath- 
er’s patient coaching that she has 
reached, the world’a championship 
heights, Sho used to practice hour 
after hour driving a tennis ball over 
a net and into a handkerchief spread 
on the ground. Her placing thus be- 
camo remarkably accurate, and as 
she was naturally remarkably fast 
on her feet, it was not long before 
she rose to the frst rank In France. 


Giant of the Heavens. 


The existence of an inconceirabdly 
vast object’in the heavens has ro- 
cently been demonstrated by a Dutch 
scientist —"Dr. A. Pannekoek. Its 
mass, ho ayes twenty thousand 
million times ‘greater than that of 
the sun ftself, and it can best be de- 
scribed as a celestial gas or dust- 
cloud. Dr .A. C. D. Crommelin, of 
the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, 
who contributes a paper on the sub- 
ject to “Nature,” says the discovery 
“seems to make it desirable to re- 
discuss the dynamics of the stellar 
system.” According to Dr. Panne- 
koek's estimates, this huge dark body 
is 140,000,000,000,000 miles in 
length and twice that distance away 
from the solar system. It is situated 
in the constellation of Tarus and 
shows as a dark area to the right of 
Orion's belt,

In World's Series 


NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—“‘Babe’? Ruth 
made a home run at the Polo Grounds 
today but his circuit blow—a tremen- 
dous wallop into the right field bleach- 
érs—came in the ninth inning with 
nobody on the bases and failed to save 
the Yankees from defeat in the fourth 
game of the world’s series. 

The Giants won by the score of 4 to 

2, evening the count, for } the series 
which now stands at -two victories 
each, 
The game—a snappy, quickly-plased 
contest—was witnessed by more than 
36,000 persons, a few hundred less 
than the record crowd of last Friday. 
for seven innings it looked like a 
repetition of wast Wednesday's pitch- 
ers’ battle between Carl Mays and 
Phil Douglas, these two twirlers again 
being pitted against one another, 
Then—in the cighth—the Giants broke 
through Mays’ guard and scored three 
runs—enough to win—by p pretty ex- 
hibition of consecutive batting. 

The Giants added another, but, as 
it tarned out, an wnnecessiFy) run, in 
the ninth. The Yankces wort able to 
hit Donglas consecutively only in the 
fifth, when they score once, their 
other tally being accounted, for by 
Ruth with his ninth-inning Ylow into 
the bleachers, 

APPEARANCE A SURPRISE 

That the “Rabe appeared in the 
game at all was a big surprise to the 
fans. It liad been feared that his in- 
jured arm would keep him out of the 
play for the remainder of the series, 
and even Manager Miller Huggins, of 
the Yankees, did not expect up to an 
hour before game time that Ruth 
would be in the line-up to-day, an- 
nouncing that “Chick"’ Fewster would 
take his place in left field. It devel- 
oped, however that Ruth, determined 
to play, had had his arm well plaster. 
“d up, and shortly after 1.30 o'clock he 
came on the field in uniform, and, to 
all appearances, as fit as ever. 

“I have realized one of my great 
umbitions—to make & home run in the 
world’s series,” Ruth said after the 
game; “but I'm sorry it didn’t come 
with men on the bases, It might have 
meant the winning of the game.”

The real honors of the day, despite 
the spectacular feat of Ruth in making 
his first world’s serics home run— 
which, by the way was the first homer 
of the 1921 tilt—went to the lanky 
man who occupied the mound for the 
National Leaguers.

A Voyage Through Space. 

Emile Belot,/the French astrono- 
mer, suggests that, if one were able 
to straddle 2 Nght ray (which travels 
186,000 miles a second) and thus 
voyage through space, observations 
along the route would be exceedingly 
interesting. It would take only a 
llttle more than a Second to reach 
the moon and in four minutes and

FASCINATING ‘HISTORY 
The story of the Canadian Nursing 
Mission to Rumania ix a fascinating 
one throughout, It will be remember- 
ed that Madame Pantazzi, a Canadiun 
married to af Rumanian naval officer, 
returned to Canada in 1919 after ex- 
citing’ experience in bolshevistic Rus- 
sin. When Madame Pantazei left 
Bucharest, hospital conditions were 
very sad, and the Red Cross with its 
voluntcer workers, including the upper 
classes, was struggling to cope with 
the situation. It is said that the 
people of Rumania are a mixture of 
Latin vivacity with a tinze of Turkish 
fatalixm and Slavic passivity, with the 
result that, while keenly intelligent 
and active, the great mass lack vision 
and habitually put off constructive 
work till to-morrow. The imagination 
of Madame Pantazzi was touched by 
the situation which she had left. I

REVERT TO OLD IDEAS 

The war had changed this condition, 
the Queen's example drawing many 
women of the upper. classes into hospi- 
tal work, but the surprising discovery 
made by the mission was that after 
the armistice the old regime resumed 
its sway, and that the old conditions 
were once again evident.

generally known that Pennsylvania 
has a tea crop indigenous to the 
Blue Mountain region near here arfd 
which largely surplants the use of 
the Oriental tea in several counties 
of this section.

Boy Receives 
Fatal Injuries 


On Highway 


Climbing on Motor Truck,| Able and Inspiring Address by Rev. Dr. 


Fell Beneath Wheels. 

On the Provincial Highway, 
2 miles west of Shanponville, a 
fatal accident occurred at a few 
minutes before four o’clock on 
Tuesday afternoon. 

The victim was a boy named 
Gordon Brown, aged 9 years, 
only sonf Mr. Noble Brown, 
whose hme is near Shannon- 
ville, and who is employed at 
Point Ann. It appears that 
Gordon, who had been attend- 
ing school, was on his way 
home, and, as he had done on 
Previous occasions, endeavored 
to climb on a large truck en- 
gaged in hauline material for 
the highway. Unfortunately 
he missed his hold and fell in 
such a manner that a wheel of 
the truck massed over the lower 
portion of the body, literally 
stripping the flesh from one of 
his legs and crushing the bones 
of the other, 

Just as the accident occurred 
an auto came along and the 
boy was nlaced in it and rush. 
ed to the- Belleville Hospital, 
where two nhysicians were in 
readiness to attend to his in- 
juries.

Although injured in auch a 


terrible manner, Gordon did not 
lose consciousness. 

The accident. took place at 
what is known as Snider's Hill. 

Gordon was a bright boy and 
attended what is known as 
Clazie’s School, on the Kingston 
Road. During the school days 
a number of children were car- 
ried to and from the school up. 
on the truck in question. 

As it was apparent that the 
fatality was purely accidental no 
inquest was considered neces- 
sary. Mr. J. F. McFarlane, 
undertaker, of Shannonville, 
was given charge of the body 
and had it conveyed to his 
establishment, where it was pre- 
pared for burial. In addition to 
the parents, a younger sister 
survives. 

The unfortunate affair has 
cast a gloom over the neighbor- 
hood where the family resides 
and general heartfelt sympathy 
is extended to the bereaved.

His name Is revered fn Italy not, 
only as.a great poet, but as a great) 
swho long ago foresaw that 
some day Italy would be a united 
pation and‘ not a congeries of con- 
tending cities. In bis works Italian 
statesmen down to our own days 
have found inspiration, for six hun- 
dred. years ago politics and poetry 
were not divorced as they are to- 
day, is. probably because 20 
mych of. the great, poetry was in- 
spired by religion and set forth rules 
of ‘conduct “and principles of - gov- 
ernment. Because of the towering 
nobility of Dante’s poetic vision he 
was regarded In Italy- almost as & 
saint, Os ise binkwers claimed 
some of the honors that are bestowed 
only upon saints. E 
For example,.on one occasion 
thieves tried to secrete thembelves 


in Dante’s tomb and thus escape the | 


capital punishment which otherwise 
would have befallen them. They were 
selsed, but pleaded that having once 
been in this consecrated spot they 
could not be punished. In those days 
the civil courts in Italy were denied 
the right of prosecuting any criminal 
who might thus seek to defeat jus- 
tice and the matter was referred to 
the Vatican for decision. .The judg- 
ment’ given was that “the resting 
place of the poet Dante's ashes is 
surely a-sacred place and therefore 
ean grant immunity to all who take 
refuge, but as the thieves have since 
then been carried away to an ord!- 
nary town jail they have lost all 
Immunity and are subject, therefore, 
to penal punishment.” From this it 
would appear that the sanctuary was 
only a temporary one and that as 


*|z00n as the malefactors had left it 


for any reason they were subject to 
arrest. - 

There is apother story told to 
{llustrate the place that Dante holds 
in the hearts of his countrymen: A 
dirty, profligate youth, having gam- 
Died all night and lost all he pos 
sessed, not in the best of humor, 
wandered into the Church of Bt. 
Francis, and snatching one of the 
lighted tapers which burned before 
the crucifix, proceeded with it. to 
Dante’s tomb, and fastening it there, 
exclaimed, “Keep this for yourself; 
you deserve it more than the other 
ones. Though he committed a sac- 
rilege,- public opinion condoned the 
offence since it so well expressed the 
attitude of the nation to the father 
of Italian language «nd literature. 
Boceacio, the father of the novel, 
was the first commentator of Dante, 
and a tremendous admirer of his 
genius, though candor compels the 
admission that one sees little trace 
of.the Divine Comedy in the De- 
cameron. 

When death came to Dante he was 
surrounded by his children, who had 
accompanied him to Ravenna five 
years before, although his wife re- 
mained tn Florence. During his ilfe- 
time he had declined all honors 
which hed not come to him from 
his beloved city, but with his death 
came honors from far and near. 
His funeral was held with great 
Domp, and the body was borne to 
the cemetery where it still remains. 
The tomb was by no theans in keep- 
{ng with the Illustrious dead, but 
the Venetian domination of Ravenna 
brought with it refinements and em- 
bdellishments, and it was Nicolo Lom- 
berd!, foremost architect of his time, 
who designed for the poet's tomb 
the Soral relief and the bust which 
adorn it at the present day. A little 
later a chaplet was added, and so 
the tomb remains, a shrine each 
year for hundreds of thousands of 
Italians as well as for many thou- 
sands of others-who recognize in 


Dante one of the great spirits of the |i 


world, whose fame continues to 
grow with the years. $3

The following is a:stmmary of . re- 
ports made by the Agricnitural Repre- 
sentatives to the Ontarie Department 
of Agriculture: , 

Recent rains are welcomed in crop 
Moris from all sections of the Pro- 
vince. They will enable fall ploughing 
which ahd in some sections been | held 
up, to be completed and will give new 
life to the! fall pastures and new 
growth to fall wheat. In some sec- 
tions, such as the Niagara petiinsula, 
the rains of the latter part of the 
week has been continuous for several 
months. Eastern Qntario counties 
likewise report heaviest rains since the 
teh spring. 

On the whole farm work is well ad- 
vanced for the season and it Is noted 
that farmers hare now time to give at- 
tention to the improvement of their 
premises. From such widely separat- 
ed.countics as Huron in the west and 
Lennox and Addington in the east 
come reports of increased attention to 
teh matter of drainage. . Farmers are 
securing a supply of tile and are also 
devoting attention to repairing fences 
and work of this character. 

Lire stock ia reported in very good 
condition but markets are atill quict. 
“Any amount of fair stock (cattle) 
can be picke dup at 4c to Sc per 
pound and although prices are low, 
few are atocking for winter feeding" 
is the report from Brant which also 
expresses conditions in, many- other 
sections.

The experience gained brought 
home to the Government the need for 
a national merchant service as a@ 
means of pushing foreign trade in 
times of peace. The Government or- 
dered 63.vessels to be built in Cana- 
dian shipyards, thereby creating a new 
national industry. About fifty of these 
ships have been delivered and before 
the end of the year the whole flcct, 
representing a tonnage Of over 380,000 
tons, will bo carrying Canadian © pro- 
ducts along all the great trade routes 
of the world. 

The operation of these ships between 
Canada and all parts of the world, 
opens up avenues for new activity on 
the part of the Canadian business men, 
and which cannot but” result in im- 
mensely increasing Canada's export 
and import trade. : 

ROADS WELL BUILT ~ 

In acquiring the sccuritics of the 
Railway Companies which it controls, 
what sort of a bargain did the State 
make and what is the immediate fu- 
ture of its undertaking likely to be? 
While. the Railways wero built prema- 
turely, they were built well. The road 
beds are good and large sums hare 
been spent in recent years, bringing 
the national lines up to the highest 
maintenance standard. The cquip- 
ment and rolling stock will bear com- 
parison withthe best on any other 
railway system. A large number of tho 
aew passenger trains are of steel con- 
struction. One of the special trains 
placed at the disposal of the visiting 
editors to Canada was all steel con- 
struction, and was a model of luxury 
ind comfort. Important main line 
trains are composed ‘entirely of. stecl 
‘ramed cars., The State has made a 
good bargain in regard to the Railway 
property it has acquired: all it wants 
is enough business to cover operative 
expenses and fixed charges. 

GROSS EARNINGS LARGE 

The gross earnings are larger than 
it any time in the previous history of 
the Companies concerned, but, owing 
*o canses beyond their control i.e., the 
greater increase in the operating ex- 
penses as a result of the abnormal con- 
ditions created by the War, the net 
earnings hare shown a deficit which, 
with the continued expansion of the 
System, will automatically disappear 
upon a return to more normal condi- 
tions, 

Important subsidiary, schemes are 
operated in conjunction with the Rail- 
ways, . The system operates its own 
sleeping and dining cars and manuges; 
a chain of hotels, some of them new, 
all of them first class, The Chateau | 
Laurier at Ottawa ix a famaus hostelry | 
and the new Fort Garry Hotel at 
Wisnipeg is the last word in hotel con- 
struction in Canada, With the rail- 
ways also goes an express parcel ser- 
vice and a vast system of. telegraph 
lines, including those formerly belong- 
ing to the Great North Western Tele- 
graph Company with a valuable cable 
and telegraph connection with the 
Western Union. The National  Rail- 
ways have also installed a.magnificent 
scries of grain clevators at tho ports 
on the Great Lakes and in north-west- 
ern citics. ;

To Name Critics 
In Disclosures 


PROMISES” TO PARALLEL “THE

Toronto, Oct. 14—Disclosures of. 
the inner affairs >of Jarvsi. street 
Baptist. church, more sensational than 
those of the church” {in Winston 
Churchill’s “Inside of the Cup,” were 
promised by Rey. Dr. Thos. T, Shields, 
the pastor, at tho prayer meeting, as 
a reprisal against the letter of the 
secessionist deacons. The report that 
he intended to seek the presidency of 
the convention, which commences at 
St. Thomas on Friday, originated with: 
his opponents, he declared. Taking 
the title of Churchill's book. “Thé In- ” 
side of the’ Cup,” as the subject pf. 
his lecture, Dr. Shields sald he would 
provide a real sensation on Friday 
njght, and would proceed to the con- 
vention on Monltlay. : 

The significant passage of scrip- 
ture from which ‘the phrase “The 
Inside of the Cup,” is-taken is 
Mathew 23: 25th and 26th verses:. 
“Woe unto you, scribes and phari- 
zces, hypocrites! For yo make clean 
the outside of the cup and of the 
platter, but within they are full of 
extortion and excess. Thow blind 
pharisee, cleanse first that which 
is within the cup mand. the platter, 
that the outside of them may be 
clean, also,” £ 

Iam higher critic enough to be

Details of the plan announced for the progressive national 
strike gave the Eastern States at least two days of grace before 
the proposed walkout would become effective in that Yegion. 
The Pennsylvania and the Erie roads, included originally in the 
first group on which the strike was ordered, were removed from 
the list, thus excluding at the start all states east of Chicago 
and north of the Ohio river. ‘ . 

The strike orders were issued to the Big’ Five Brother- 
hocds, oldest and most powerful of the railway unions, and ~ 
they specifically included mail trains in the walkout. Their 
provisions instructed strikers to keep away from railway pro- 
| Perty, with a warning that “violence of any nature will not be 
tolerated by the organizations.”

one Jump to the good. Not long ago 
a crook took a large sum of money 
from a Toronto bank by means, not 
of a forged signature of the drawer 
of a cheque, but the forged initials 
of the clerk whose business it was 
to certify that there were sufficient. 
funds to meet the fheque, and the 
stamp of certification. He presented 
the uncertified cheque for payment, 
and was told by the teller, to whom 
the man and signature were un- 
known, that he would have to get 
the cheque marked. He turned to- 
ward the wicket of the accountant, 
and Ina few moments came back 
with the cheque apparently certified. 
It then was ‘cashed. This swindler, 
no doubt, appeared at the bank with 
two cheques, one already forged with 
the Initlal and the stamp, and the 
other requiring certification. The 
assumption of the paying teller that 
the customer had had the cheque 
fnitialed almos: under his own eyes 
led him to pay the money. | 

About twenty years ago, or a little | 
more, three or four Toronto banks | 
were the victims of.’one of the 
neatest swindles ever put over.” A 
man opened an account of several 
hundred dollars in two or three 
banks.~He drew on them frequently 
for small amounts, always present- 
ing the cheques in -person, so that 
his face became familiar to the tel- 
lers, “One day he went the rounds 
of the banks, with cheques which he 
had ‘the accountants initial. Instead 
of immediately presenting them -for’ 
payment, he went home and raised | 
the cheques. On the following Sat-; 
urday, shortly before the time the | 
banks closed, he appeared with the 
forged cheques bearing the accoun: | 
tant’s ‘certification, and “they were 
cashed. 

He chose Saturday, just before 
closing time, because the tellers! 
would be busy, and also because be- 
Tore the swindle could be discovered 
he would have two days’ start. One} 
teller, as he pald the money out, 
seemed slightly dublous, and count | 
ed very deliberately. To him the! 
awindler remarked, “You'll have | 
those bills all worn out by the time 
I get them.” He smiled genially and 
the money was handed over. He was 
never caught. To prevent swindles 
of this Kind the banks adopted the 
perforation system, which announces | 
that the cheque is for not more than 
a certain amount. A cheque thus 
stamped could not be raised. In the 
case of the latest swindle, apparent- 
ly the cheque was not perforated, 
and though the swindler had no ac- 
count In the bank, the teller, seelng 
the apparent. initials of the accoun- | 
tant, did not hesitate to surrender 
the money. 

In Canada and the United States 
when there is a forgery the bank is 
the loser. 1f a swindler is clever 
enough to imitate the signature of 
a depositor who has an account so 
that the bank will be deceived, then 
the loss falls on the bank and not 
on the depositor. In England it 1s 
different. The loser is the depositor 
whose sixnature has been forged. To 
‘Protect themselves against this, Eng- | 
Ush  cheque-makers” cross their} 
cheques, which means that they will 
be pald only through the clearing 
house. In this case the endorsements 
will usually be verified by the col- 
lecting bank. The difficulty of the} 
banks fs that, while they are familiar 
with the signatures of their aeposic| 
tors, they are not, as a rule, familar | 
with the signatures of those who en-/ 
dorse cheques, and unless they make | 
a thorough Identfication of un-| 
famillar payees, or until depositors | 
describe them in detail, the banks 
are likely ta be defrauded. 

In some cases the courts find it! 
dificult to discover whether tho! 
bank or the depositor should be! 
held responsible for a loss. In one} 
well-known’ American case the em-; 
ploye of a firm rented a post office 
box In the name of James Wilson, | 
printed letter heads, and opened an |. 
account as Wilson with his employ- 
er’s bank. Then he made out a bill 
to the company, as ff goods had been 
sold by Wilson, and “sot the proper | 
official to sign a cheque payable to 
Wilson, which was maffed to the} 
address given on the bill., There the} 
clerk received the, cheque, endorsed | 
and cashed It.’ The court in this case 
held that the firm was Hable, since | 
the case was’ one. of Impersonation, , 
and that the bank had, in fact, paid 
the money to the person whom the! 
company tntendédr namely, the per- 
son from whom it ‘thought {t had 
bought goods.

Mother and little ones 
struggled along bravely for weeks, But the struggle became too 
much for them, and they were on the verge of bejng evicted for non- - 
payment of rent, when a local paper made their plight known to the 
public and appealed for help in their behalf. 


The response was immediate and adequate. What is more, it 
took a form that meuns much more of kindheattedness than would 
mere moncy doles. The home into which the O'Connor family moved 
the other day was constructed by union workers who labored with- 
out pay, out of matcyials donated by builders’ supply men, on a lot 
purchased out of a purse made up by real estate dealers; and it was 
furnished without charge by furniture dealers who vied with each 
other in making their offerings. Itisa thing of this sort that brings 
realization of the blessing that blesses givers not less than receivers., 
And it will doubtless prove an example of far-reaching influence.

The Government 
therfeore had decided to extend its’ 
exports scheme to other countrics, 
including the British dominions. 
Trade With Russia. 

In the course of his speech Mr. 
Lloyd George, referring to trade 
with Russia, sald there had been no 
restrictions on the British side to 
such trading, but that the total trade 
for the first eight months of the pre- 
sent year had been only £3,150,000, 
which showed there was not an un- 
limited field in Russia for British or 
any other enterprise. 

Concerning proposed. guarantees of 
interest on loans raised by any Do- 
minion or’ colonial Governments or 
any foreign Government or local a‘1- 
thorities for: essential enterprises, 
such as electrification and waterways 
which would provide immediate em- 
ployment in the Unjted Kingdom, the 
Prime Minister Estimated that the 
total ability of the Government 
would be £26,000,000, and that a 
committee of men of high authority 
and knowledge would be created to 
administer the scheme.

The anerold barometer upon 
which ptople in town depend chiefly 
for their, foreknowledgd of thd“ wea- 
ther is supplanted In country: dis- 
triets by all sorts of other devices. 

For instance, at Courry in France, 
white hens are tsed ‘as weather- 
glasses. By mixing red pepper with 
thelr food, they are found'to turn a 
delicate pink, wihch color they keep 
in’ Ane weather, but before rain they 
turn ‘a rich. crimson. 

Upton, near ‘Peterborough, one of 
the smallest parishes in England, has 
in ita churchyard an ancient’ tomb- 
stone of black marble, which before 
a change from dry to wet weather 
becomes blotched with mysterious 
dark patches. It if looked upon by. 
the villagers as an ‘infallible baro- 
meter. 

In the Peak district of Derbyshire 
the movements of the gnats are con- 
sidered to be a perfect’ weather sig 
If the gnats are seen to rise in. col- 
umns from the vale of the Derwent, 
then settled weather is expectedfor 
at least a week, 

In July, 1913, these columns rose 
to's great \height, like smoke from 
a bonfire, and the correstness of the 
forecast was proved’ by the fact that 
there was ‘no rain until the end ‘of 
August. Z

in North Bay. 


Only is an ugly word, and the word Chinaman means to most of 
us little more. than a very humble washerman, foreign in language and 
in appearance and customs to anything Canadian, 

ONLY A CHINAMAN doesnot express anything but a huge mis- 
conception when applied to George Young, Canadian, shot to death 
while defending kis mother from armed robbers. 

George Young was born in Canada of Chinese parents, went to day 
school and Sunday school, sold newspapers on the streets, was mascot 
for baseball and hockey teams and finally player of exceptional ability 
—a two-fisted boy capable at all times of taking care of himself, never 
looking for trouble, but never running away from it, accepting all 
lfe’s knocks and boosts with a laugh and a push ahead, and all the 
time helping his mother to support a whole flock of, little Chinese Can- 
adians who swarmed about the laundry like ducklings, 

The father developed tuberculosis and died. His body was placed 
in a fine casket and prepared for the long journey back to China: 
Playing cards were placed in the casket so that the spirit of the de- 
parted could amuse himself on the long journey; candy and nuts for 
refreshment were also dropped in, as well as certain pieces of silver 
which might be needed to pay the fees of the sombre ferryman over 
that mystic river. The whole family returned to China with the corpse, 
but the call of the new world was too strong and back they all came to 


Canada. 


Gearge Young, merging into manhood, took up the task of help- 
ing his mother to make a living for the family. The mother is a very 
capable business woman and {s dointy so well in the laundry business 
that a deal is undcr way to purchase the building in which the laundry 
fs situated. Rumors of this transaction and the money involved no 
doubt drew the robbers to the house, and it was while they were en- 


deavoring to gain entrance to Mrs. Young’s room that the shots were - 


fired, and George Young’s body was found lying across the threshold 
of his mother’s room, an cloquent tribute to his courage and devotion 


to that little almond-eyed mother. 


The Prestyterian Church was filled to the doors with a sorrowing 
‘multitude, for everybody liked the sturdy little Chinese-Canadian boy 


who had grown up in the town of North Bay, and never had a black © 


. mark against his character, courage or ability. Kindly words were 
spoken by the various ministers, and the casket was gently borne away 
by the boys of the Bible Class of which George was a member.

Fort George was also visited, Here 
there are trading posts and a Church 
of England mission, but there has 
heen no permanent missionary for the 
past fire years,- The. natives are 
healthy and there is no destitution 
except among: the older. ones.

of three weeks. People take a little 
longer zetting to work and — getting 
home. Changes of route unless clore- 
ly followed are puzzling to the citi- 
zen atul entirely confusing to the vie- 
itor.

jump it rellably, especially at high speed and when the throttle is sud- 
denly opened. This increase in the apark gap is so gradual that very 
often the operator does not realize how far it has progressed and falls to 
understand that the missing of his engine, when wide open, miay be due 
to this cause. Hard starting also Is frequently attributable to this defect, 
especially when a magnejo Is the source of current. Before many thou- 
sand milles have been covered, the spark-plug gaps should be tested ané 
{if they are found too wide, through burning or other cause, the spark 
point, attached to the fron shell of the plug, should be bent toward the 
central one enough to restore the correct gap, The recommended distance 
apart varies from 0.02 to 0.03 inch, high ‘compression engines usually 
calling for the shorter gap. In no case should it be over 1-32'inch. If 
-one of the spark points is very deeply burned or worn very, thin and 
sharp, the plug may well be replaced. The tool equipment of most cars
